16 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

20 "Emergency vehicle' means any of the following vehicles that are designated by
21 the Administration as entitled to the exemptions and privileges set forth in the
